Changing Air tn Subways. 


The “tubes,” or subways, in Ton- 
don, Eng., are being “ozonized,” aa 
some of the metropolitan papors 
term it. An elaborate plant for the 
; pumning of air into the underground 
\ traffic lines has been installed. An 
official of the Central London Tuhe 
Railway says: “The plant at each 
station will pump 400,000 cubic feet 
of air an hour into to the station, of 
ut the rate of 900 cubic feet a person 
an hour, The ordinagy allowance in 
bu'Idings, is about 300 cubic feet cf 
fresh air a person. The air is drawn 
from the outside through a_ filter 
screen, which removes dust and dirt 
and impure gases, such as ammonta 
and sulphurous ac'd. A part of the 
air is then highly ozonized hy being 
nassed over highly electrified plates, 
the proportion of ozone ‘n the whole 
being one part in 10,090,000. The nir 
is driven by fans to the level of the 
bottom of the station, and two-thirds 
of it is distributed over the platform 
by ducts, with outlets at 4 height of 
seven feet above the plrtform. The 
remainder is driven into the tunnel.”
